On the league issue and generally the democrat stand­ 
ard bearer declared he presented to the American people 
a choice between progress and reactionary republicanism 
The Governor urged ratification of the Woman’s suf­ 
frage amendment and pledged many reforms, including 
an income tax reduction and economy in government ex­ 
penditures. 


DAYTON, Aug. 7.—National democracy today took 
the battle gage with its republican opponent for Amer­ 
ica’s greatest political prize, the presidency. 
With today’s formal notification and acceptance by 
Governor James Cox of the democrat presidential nomi­ 
nation voted him at the San Francisco convention, July 
6th, the national campaign was on between the two dom­ 
inant parties, except for similar ceremonies which will 
take place next Monday at Hyde Park for the vice presi­ 
dent, nominee, Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Democrat legions representing the party’s leadership 
rank and file, joined today in the ceremonies presenting 
their leader to the American electors. All states, terri­ 
tories and possessions were represnted in the program.
